A DISTRICT councillor is coming 
under increasing pressure to resign 
amid claims that he does not have 
enough time for his constituents. 

Stephen Broadhurst, one of three representa¬ 
tives for the Dane Valley ward in Margate, is 
under fire for seemingly spending more time in 
the Central American state of Panama on busi¬ 
ness than he does in Thanet. 

The Tory councillor is paid some £4,360 of 
taxpayers’ money each year to represent his 
ward, which is paid to him in 12 equal instal¬ 
ments, and the calls for him to step down are 
increasing. 

The isle’s Labour group leader Clive Hart 
said: “I don’t think I’d recognise the man if I 
bumped into him in broad daylight. If people 
have holidays or work commitments that take 
them away every so often, then no one can 
argue, but there is a difference here. 

“Cllr Broadhurst represents one of the most 
deprived wards in Kent. I have no idea how any 
member can be away for weeks at a time from 
a ward that is in such desperate need of repre¬ 
sentation and commitment as Dane Valley is. 

“If someone does not have the time to do the 
job properly, then they should allow the resi¬ 
dents there to elect someone who could. What 
is he doing with his money?” 

Yourthanet called Cllr Broadhurst’s mobile 
on Friday morning. We asked to speak to him, 
but a man’s voice said “No, this is not him, he’s 
ill, goodbye” before disconnecting the call. 

We rang again later that afternoon and a 
man again answered. We were told that the

AUTOMATIC number plate 
recognition technology has 
been used to clamp down on 
drivers flouting the law. 

Police officers set up a checking 
area on Friday on the A256 near 
Richborough, with 60 vehicles and 
drivers scrutinised. 

Police from both the South Kent 
and East Kent policing areas used 
ANPR, the system to identify vehi¬ 
cles that have been recorded on a 
number of databases as being of 
potential interest to the authorities. 

They were looking for those driving 
without insurance or tax or for vehi¬ 
cles driven by disqualified drivers. 

At the same time, officers on 
motorcycles were looking for people 
who were driving poorly from the 
roundabout by the former Rich- 
borough power station. 

Cannabis 

They led those drivers in to the area 
off the A256 where they were met by 
police officers and representatives 
from other agencies, including VOSA 
(Vehicle and Operator Services 
Agency), which oversees MOT tests, 
the Benefits Agency and the 
Department for Work and Pensions. 

Three arrests were made. 

One person had an outstanding 
warrant with the Metropolitan Police, 
one person was found to have Class A 
and Class C drugs in their car and 
there was one immigration arrest. 

One person was cautioned for pos¬ 
sessing cannabis. 

Another person was found driving 
without tax, two without an MOT 
and two without a licence. 

Two people were found to have 
civil debt bailiffs warrants and two 
people were asked to produce their 
driving documents at a later date. 

Eight people were found to be driv¬ 
ing with no insurance, five people 
were given tickets for not wearing

seat-belts and three people were 
given fixed-penalty notices for minor 
traffic offences. 

PC Ian Clark, roads policing officer, 
said: “There were legitimate reasons 
for bringing each driver in to the 
holding area during the operation. 

“There were a number of vehicles 
that we saw that should not have 
been on the road and they were 
seized. Those vehicles and some of the 
decisions by some of their drivers 
could have proved potentially very 
dangerous, not least because the 
weather was dreadful on Friday, mak¬ 
ing conditions treacherous. 

“Road safety is one of our priorities 
and we know it is a concern for the 
people of Kent. We will be conducting 
regular operations like the one on 
Friday and we hope it sends out a 
clear message that we will take pos¬ 
itive action to increase road safety 
and enforce traffic legislation.” 

Six drivers were issued with imme¬ 
diate prohibitions for dangerous 
defects, problems with their vehicles 
that must get looked at immediately, 
while two people were issued with 
delayed prohibitions for defects which 
are less-urgently-needed repairs. 


Catch the night bus 
for trouble-free ride 

THE isle’s new late-night weekend 
bus has been launched, with about 35 
people using it on its first weekend. 

Thanet Community Safety 
Partnership officers say the two 
nights of the service went off without 
any trouble. 

On the Friday about 15 people got 
on board, with a further 20 hopping 
on to get home the following evening. 

A spokeswoman said: “For the first 
weekend, it went well. People were 
certainly curious as the bus drove 
past, and lots of people have been 
talking about it. 

“All who got on were pleased with 
the service and thought it was a good 
idea. 

“It was an equal mixture of males 
and females, of all age ranges from 18 
to about 50.” 

About £100 was raised towards the 
cost of running the bus, put on by firm 
Eastonways. 

Two police officers stay on board to 
act as a deterrent to troublemakers. 

The spokeswoman said: “There was 
no trouble at all.” 

Gale joins in campaign 

ISLE MP Roger Gale has signed up to 
take action to improve the lives of 
local communities. 

He has backed the launch of Com¬ 
munity Service Volunteers’ Make a 
Difference Day at Parliament. 

Held on October 31, the campaign is 
the UK’s biggest day of volunteering.

EXOTIC meats and wild flavours 
have been added to the menu at one 
of the isle’s favourite restaurants. 

Staff at The Indian Princess in Margate are 
serving up zebra, wild boar, python, ostrich and 
even crocodile meat to wow customers who 
fancy getting their taste buds around some 
unconventional flavours and dishes. 

With his team, executive chef Dev Biswal is 
putting on the restaurant’s Wild and Exotic 
Food Festival until the end of the month at the 
acclaimed restaurant. 

Diners from around the country have been 
heading there to sample the rare dishes from 
across the world. 

Sustainable 

Dev said: “The festival is about giving people 
something different to try, a new taste experi¬ 
ence. We are offering the dishes themselves or 
as part of a special tasting menu in which all 
the meats will be served. 

“I have a great passion for ingredients - and 
food in general. 

“The rarer an ingredient, the more it fires me 
up. It’s therefore naturally exciting when there 
is an opportunity to cook exotic meats such as 
python and fillets of crocodile tail.” 

All the meats Dev and his team cook are from 
sustainable sources and meet regulations on 
welfare set out by CITES - the Convention on 
International Trade in Endangered Species of 
Wild Fauna and Flora. 

Dev, 32, said: “We’ve researched our sources in

depth to make sure each meat is part of a pro¬ 
duction system which is in keeping with the 
welfare and conservation policies of the EU. 

“All the meats featured come through meat 
plants certified by the EU Food Standard 
Agency. It’s something that is very important 
to us.” 

The ostrich comes from South Africa and is 
smoked with cloves before being char-grilled, 
while the crocodile fillets are slow-cooked in 
tamarind, coconut and spices to make it tender. 

The rich, gamey zebra steaks and the sweet, 
nutty wild boar fillets are both pan-grilled, 
while the python, which has a texture akin to 
eel, is slow-cooked in a tomato-and-onion sauce 
for five hours. 

The dishes are all dreamt up by Dev, who 
takes a scientific approach to his cooking to find 
the best combinations. It is not just the exciting 
flavours that should appeal to diners. 

Dev said: “In general, game meat is leaner 
than meat from domesticated animals. 

“Game meat usually contains fewer calories 
and less saturated fat, making it a good choice 
for a healthy heart.”

councillor was in bed with a chest infection. 
The man said he did not know if he was 
in Panama or Thanet and that the coun¬ 
cillor’s calls had been “diverted” to him. 

On Tuesday a man again answered 
and said he had not seen or heard from 
Cllr Broadhurst for two days. 

There is no answer at his home tele¬ 
phone number available on Thanet 
council’s website. 

If Cllr Broadhurst stepped down, a by- 
election would be triggered in the ward. 

Taking the mickey 

Blogger Tony Flaig lives in Cllr 
Broadhurst’s ward of Dane Valley. 

He said: “I think it’s an outrage, he is 
taking the mickey out of us, the people 
who live here. The situation seems 
unjust and untenable. 

“I have tried to contact him recently 
about the Northdown House issue but 
not had any reply, which is not good, 
seeing as I wanted to discuss the situa¬ 
tion with him. 

“He is not available in my eyes and it’s 
not good enough and not in the spirit of 
being an elected person in my book. He 
should go, and go now.” 

Thanet council’s records show that since 
the start of the year Cllr Broadhurst has 
attended three meetings, the lowest 
number behind former councillor Audrey 
Pickering, who was suffering ill-health. 

That number is a third of the amount 
he was due to attend. 

According to the council’s democratic 
services department, if a member of th e 
council does not attend a meeting for a 
six-month period, they cease to be a 
member of council with immediate effect. 

Yourthanet tried to contact Thanet 
council leader Sandy Ezekiel to ask what 
he thought of Cllr Broadhurst’s attend¬ 
ance record, but he was unavailable for 
comment. 


RNU called out 
to rescue boys 

LIFEBOAT crews have rescued 
two children off Westbrook. 

The youngsters had got into diffi¬ 
culties close to the sea wall while 
out swimming on last Thursday. 

Coastguards at Dover received 
the 999 call and the RNLI lifeboat 
was sent to assist. 

A female member of the public 
was able to throw them a life-ring, 
which the two boys were able to 
hold on to, and the woman kept 
hold of the rope. 

She was able to reassure them 
that help was on the way and the 
inshore lifeboat from Margate 
arrived on scene just nine minutes 
after being alerted. The crew took 
the two children on board. 

They were showing signs of 
hypothermia so were taken back to 
the lifeboat station, where they 
were handed over to the care of 
paramedics. 

In another incident, two crew¬ 
men aboard a 12-metre commercial 
fishing vessel contacted coast¬ 
guards at Dover on Sunday report¬ 
ing they had encountered mechan¬ 
ical problems while fishing eight 
miles off Margate. 

They had anchored the boat, but 
were drifting and asked the coast¬ 
guard for assistance. 

This time Margate’s all-weather 
lifeboat was launched and in a five- 
hour operation towed the fishing 
boat into Ramsgate harbour. 


Secret debate ends 
with go-ahead for 
Sands development 


THE Royal Sands development at the 
Pleasurama site in Ramsgate has 
been approved by Thanet councillors. 

After a debate in the council cham¬ 
ber on Thursday night last week, 
councillors voted to give the go- 
ahead under new financial terms 
and a revised construction schedule. 

The scheme was given unanimous 
backing after the Press and public 
were excluded from the debate. 

Councillors examined many 
aspects of the proposal, including the 
source of its funding, elements of 
possible risks for the council, 
arrangements for the monitoring 
and control of the build process and 
the flood risk. 

The site falls in the Eastcliff ward 
of Labour councillor David Green. 

He said: “In these difficult econom¬ 
ic times I have no doubt that if com¬ 
pleted as planned the development 
is good news for Ramsgate and 
Thanet generally. I am assured that 
there is a reasonable expectation of 
this by the already considerable 
financial commitment by the devel¬ 


oper and the financial commitment 
by the Kent builder Cardy. 

“There are risks of non-completion, 
but we are assured by the ruling 
group at Thanet council that the risk 
to the council has been minimised.” 

Cllr Green called for close monitor¬ 
ing of the work and said: “I am 
encouraged by Cardy’s offer of regu¬ 
lar meetings with residents and 
representatives to deal with any 
problems during the build.” 

“Labour had proposed to allow the 
discussion to be held in front of the 
public, but the move was blocked by 
the Tories and Independents. 

“Thanet council has not handled 
this development particularly well 
over the past five years and this has 
caused suspicion and stress among 
Ramsgate residents. 

“The ruling group’s refusal to allow 
discussion in public at the council 
meeting unnecessarily fuels that sus¬ 
picion. However, the decision to pro¬ 
ceed offers a fresh opportunity that 
should be grasped by all concerned.”

Change of heart over land 
is good news for residents 


A MOOD of optimism has replaced 
one of frustration in a Broadstairs 
road. 

Residents of Dumpton Park Drive are feeling 
chipper after a land dispute with Thanet council 
moved closer to what they feel is a more accept¬ 
able resolution. 

Seven homeowners are hopeful they will be 
given the chance to buy a patch of land that is 
now on the council’s asset disposal fist, a move 
decided by its cabinet last year. 

They were annoyed to discover the council 
planned to sell the land, even though ownership 
of it was under dispute. 

The land, which would have been used for 
access, was not the council’s and neighbours were 
worried that development would have a negative 
effect on the community, squeezing in a house 
where one was not wanted. 

The council announced the good news to the

residents last week. A spokeswoman said: ‘Ward 
councillor Judith Russell met council leader 
Sandy Ezekiel and head of development services 
Brian White. The outcome is that Cllr Russell is 
going back to residents to discuss them purchas¬ 
ing the land.” 

Neighbours had originally offered to buy the 
land in 2007. However, the council later revealed 
plans to sell it off with planning permission for a 
four-bedroom home. 

The neighbours then sought legal advice to 
oppose the sale and put in an application for 
village green status for the front plot to ward off 
development plans. 

Two weeks ago they threw a party on the land 
which would have formed the front entrance to 
any site to emphasise their point. 

Graeme Coussins fives next door to the land 


and has been leading the fight. He said the coun¬ 
cil never had the right to sell the land in the first 
place and welcomed the news. 

He said: ‘We are pleased there seems to be a 
change of heart on the council’s part. 

‘We will be getting the land valued and hope to 
be able to do what we wanted in the first place, 
which is purchase the land ourselves. It makes 
the most sense.” 

Thanet South MP Steve Ladyman attended 
the party in support of the residents’ cause and 
made a well-received speech. 

Hearing the news, he said: “Thanet council sim¬ 
ply got this one wrong and I’m pleased they seem 
to have accepted that. 

“They can’t possibly sell a patch of land that can 
only be accessed over land the council doesn’t 
own and has no rights to. 

“It appears they’ve had second thoughts and 
will try to work something out with the residents, 
which is what we all wanted in the first place.”

Marina restoration moves step closer

Restoration will now move forward and the 
council will seek a developer to enter into an 
agreement to carry out the work. 

Ken Gregory, chairman of the planning 
committee, said: “Members feel strongly that 
this property be restored as there was a con¬ 
siderable concern when part of the structure 


came down last year. The action members 
voted for will enable the work to be carried 
out on this building to bring it back to its for¬ 
mer glory.” 

English Heritage will indemnify Thanet 
council against expenses incurred in the pur¬ 
chase of the property. The Ramsgate seafront 
property was built as a photographer’s studio 
by John Thomas Wimperis in 1877. 

He was a favoured architect of the first 
Duke of Westminster. 

Two separate urgent works notices and a 
Section 48 Repairs Notice have been served - 
the owners failed to comply with two of the 
notices. Non-compliance triggered the com¬ 
pulsory purchase order.

You used to be an atheist. Why was that? 

A My grandparents were devout Christians. 

I was baptised as a baby and taken to 
Sunday School regularly, but my brother and I 
hated going and we stopped when I was about 
six years old. This was the time of the Apollo 
moon missions, and I found these really excit¬ 
ing and inspiring. They triggered an interest 
in science, and by the time I was a teenager I 
had dismissed religion, all religion, as primi¬ 
tive superstition. I was convinced that God did 
not exist and believed that science had all the 
answers to the mysteries of the universe.

What made you change your mind? 


dimension of faith I hadn’t known about 
before. For the course leaders faith wasn’t an 
intellectual choice; it was something you lived 
and Jesus was a person they knew. When I 
was asked if I would like to invite Jesus into 
my life I leapt at the chance.

Do you have any doubts about Christianity? 


A The first seeds of doubt were sown when I 
was a student. 

I met intelligent, well-educated people who 
were Christians, and I was always keen to dis¬ 
cuss faith with them. My dogmatic atheism 
softened into a sceptical agnosticism as I 
recognised that it is impossible to prove that 
God does not exist. 

The real difference came after our son was 
bom. My wife wanted him baptised and I was 
happy to go along with it. We started attend¬ 
ing the All Age Service at St Alphege, 
Seasalter, and were stmck by the atmosphere 
of a joyful family celebration. 

After a couple of years we volunteered to 
host a Christian course and I encountered a 


A I have no doubt about the existence of God, 
no doubt that he is the creator of the uni¬ 
verse, no doubt that Jesus is his son, that he 
rose from death and is alive today, and no 
doubt that the Holy Spirit makes him known 
in the world and unites us with God. 

I recognise that the church is frequently 
unable to agree on various aspects of 
Christian doctrine and that due to human 
frailty it has at times been a quite lamentable 
witness to the Christian faith. 

Q Do you think modem science is compatible with 
Christianity? 

A I think modem science is entirely compati¬ 
ble with Christianity. God created a uni¬ 
verse governed by physical laws and equipped 
us with the intellectual capability to explore 
the universe, to understand how it works and 
to use those discoveries for the benefit of 
humanity. 

The perceived conflicts result from imperfect 
understanding of God, of scripture, or of 


Q Did your academic research influence your attitude to 
religion? 

A For a while my academic research gave me 
an intellectual arrogance that made it hard 
to be open to the tmth of the Gospel. However, 
embracing faith has not challenged or refuted 
the findings of my research at all, nor ques¬ 
tioned the methodology. 

Although I recognise that many people (not 
least C.S. Lewis, Malcolm Muggeridge and 
Alister McGrath) have come to faith through 
an intellectual path, this did not work for me. 
It was the witness of tmsted friends to the 
reality of the living Christ and his presence in 
my life that brought about my conversion. 


Q Now being a Christian, would you work for the MoD 
again? 

A War has been described as the ultimate 
failure of diplomacy - it is also the ultimate 
failure of humanity and society. War is ethical¬ 
ly abhorrent, and it is abhorrent to God. 

However, we need to recognise that the state 
and the Church recognise the concept of ‘a just 
war’, and if the state is to send its young men 
and women into combat it is morally essential 
to minimise the risk they face by providing 
them with appropriate equipment through the 
research and procurement programme. 

I would think twice before working for the 
MoD, but I did not leave because my work was 
incompatible with my faith, but because Jesus 
called me to a different vocation.

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Regulator tells water 

firms to drop prices

WATER companies in Kent could be 
forced to slash bills by as much as 
ten per cent over the next five years. 

The industry regulator Ofwat published its 
draft responses to firms’ business plans last 
week, with all five providing water and sewer¬ 
age services in Kent told to either cut or freeze 
the amount they expect customers to pay. 

Homeowners served by South East Water 
could see their bills go down by an average of 
six per cent by 2015 - or from £170 to £160 - 


compared with the £48 increase proposed by 
the company. 

The draft response also calls for Southern 
Water bills to go down by an average of two 
per cent to £373 (£426 proposed), while cus¬ 
tomers served by Veolia Water Southeast - for¬ 
merly Folkestone and Dover Water - could see 
reductions of ten per cent, down to £177 (£226 
proposed). All calculations are before inflation. 

Karen Gibbs, the Consumer Council for Water’s 
policy manager for London and the South 
East, welcomed Ofwat’s recommendations. 

She said: “It looks like good news for cus¬ 
tomers. Ofwat appears to be saying the compa¬ 
nies can deliver good services without having 


to increase bills as much as proposed in their 
business plans. 

“Now the companies and the CCW will have 
to look at where Ofwat has challenged invest¬ 
ment proposals to see how that will impact on 
services and whether it will alter the amount 
spent on what customers see as priority areas. 

“This is the first time the CCW has been 
involved in price setting and we were aware 
huge price increases would not be welcome in 
the current economic climate.” 

Four of Kent’s five water companies released 
statements on Thursday saying they had noted 
Ofwat’s draft response and would consider its 
views ahead of a final decision in November. 


But Thames Water reacted angrily to the 
report. The company wanted to increase its 
average bills by 17 per cent to £356 by 2015 but 
has instead been asked to keep them stable. 
Chief executive David Owens said: “Initial 
indications suggest the draft may not allow us 
to deliver what customers want. 

“For example, this means we won’t be able to 
reduce leakage at all over the next five years.” 

Ofwat chief executive Regina Finn said: “We 
understand times are hard and have listened 
to customers. They want a safe, reliable water 
supply at reasonable cost. Our decisions allow 
well-run companies to invest in the right place 
at the right time for the right price.”

After being told the cancer hadn’t 
spread, she went on to marry Gary and 


have a daughter, Grace, now eight, but in 
spring 2005 Michelle found a lump in her 
groin and investigations revealed the 
cancer had returned. 

Despite surgery to remove 22 lymph 
nodes, Michelle has now been told the 
cancer has spread to her brain and the 
future looks uncertain. 

The two friends - who admit they are 
not natural-bom runners - will run the 
Cancer Research UK event on Sunday, 
September 27, in the picturesque 
grounds of the castle, near Maidstone. 


Adam, 43, an IT support analyst, said: 
“I admit I’m not the most active person. 
Training for the 10k is the first real exer¬ 
cise I’ve undertaken in more than ten 
years, which goes some way to showing 
how important this is to me.” 

Cancer Research UK’s Run 10k is one 
of a series of 43 fundraising events in the 
UK this autumn. It is hoped 2,000 partic¬ 
ipants will enter the Maidstone event to 
hit the fundraising target of £138,654.

A dispiriting time in a supermarket queue sparks a nostalgic craving for imperfection 



Human interaction has been 
stolen by modem technology 


JUDGING humanity while in a 
queue at Tesco is not the most life- 
affirming activity but this week I 
found myself - plastic-packeted 
houmous, rocket salad and avocado 
in hand - in that very position. 

It amazes me that we seem to have stripped 
day-to-day life of human interaction. 

We have reached the end of the self-service 
decade - in banks, supermarkets, in the driver’s 
seat, on buses, while juggling our iPhones, MP3s, 
sat-navs and other unfathomable electronic 
gadgets that tell us whether we need to take 
more steps, eat more fruit, turn left, breathe... 

“Please insert your credit or debit card” 
comes from eight checkouts, while a bland- 
sounding robot with no discemable accent 
drones “incorrect item” in the bagging area, 
while one girl (who cannot be more than 16 
but is very much alive) sits as a puppet- 
master, chewing gum, watching over these 


automatic time-saving machines. It won’t scan 
your pasta salad, madam? Please enter 
authentication code. The machine under¬ 
stands the barcode. 

This march of technology has become more 
of a sprint. I remember at the end of the 1990s, 
in sixth form, a friend telling me that her 
phone could send texts (TEXTS?) if you just 
typed what you wanted to say on the screen. 

In a very short space of time we have become 
nothing more than ASL, CYAL8R, B4N. 

We scan our own salads, marvel at paying in 
cheques through a shiny silver slot, interact 
with each other through a series of scrambled 
letters and numbers. Why? To save time, of 
course! But time for what? 

A week ago I stood at London Bridge station, 
where a sign told me I must buy my ticket 
before boarding or run a gauntlet of fines. 

Drivers no longer chat, take your money or 
comment on the weather. They drive. That is 
their title and that is what they do. 

I asked a question about my stop and the 
driver (note, no conductors anymore, automat¬ 


ic devices can save a year’s salary) said “The 
bus will tell you”. Minutes later, far too close to 
a man who had never heard of deodorant, I 
find the bus speaks. Again, that blandest of 
accents warns you when your stop is near. 

Soon the buses will be driverless, navigating 
the city’s streets using magnets embedded in 
the road. Passengers will determine their pick¬ 
up point using Bluetooth technology. And that 
is not Orwellian thinking. That is fact. 

And so I wonder what it would be like to go 
back a decade, before the internet (how did we 
ever do anything before that?) before mobile 
phones, before everything had been over¬ 
complicated in an effort to over-simplify. 

Progress is unending and corresponds to our 
view that we are endlessly perfectible. 

Yet from my position in the supermarket 
queue, I would choose imperfection in the 
blink of an eye.

School lessons? 

I read last week’s blog by Gary 
Wright on tutoring and would like 
to address a couple of points.

I can inform him 
they have recently been asked to 
cough up £64 for a registration 
scheme that includes police checks.

The best way to make sure your 
child is safe is not to treat the tutor 
like a glorified babysitter, but to 
make sure you are present or at 
least within earshot of your child’s 
lessons. 

Secondly, Mr Wright seems to feel 
that parents use tutors as a 
substitute for spending time with 
their children. 

In my experience, this is not true - 
the parents who make the sacrifices 
to pay for a tutor care deeply about 
their offspring. 

I do agree, though, that the level 
of private tuition is a damning 
indictment of the education system. 
It’s got to the point where I wonder 
what kids do in school all day.

Extra tutoring is vital 

I am one of your reviled private 
tutors, Mr Wright! I would not be in 
gainful employment if it wasn’t for 
the deplorable state of the greater 
part of our country’s education 
system. 

In my mind I am only helping 
students to attain a far better 
grade, even if in your mind this 
grade is inflated. 

When schools (even grammar 
schools) have such young and 
inexperienced teaching staff, it 
is little wonder parents opt to spend 
their money to help their children. 

Many a time I have heard tales 
of woe from parents, all too often 
highlighting the state of educational 
provision. 

At this point I will add that I do 
not tutor students aged less than 
13/14 and I do not agree that 
tutoring four-year-olds is a good 
idea. 

With reference to the point about 
getting 11-year-olds into grammar 
school, there would not be such a 
clamour for places at these 
institutions if the remaining state 
schools (and this does not include 
the heavily over-subscribed 
voluntary-aided schools) were seen 
to be of a sufficiently high calibre. 

Unfortunately, for whatever 
reason, there are a number of 
schools in every LEA which suffer a 
bad name and reputation, and the 
cause of this can be manifold. 

Little wonder, then, that any 
well-meaning parent wants to 


see their children succeed at their 
full potential. 

As for CRB checks, I have had 
to get one done in the past, but as 
a self-employed person it is almost 
impossible to get such a check 
carried out on oneself. 

Most tutors have nothing to 
hide and are very often just school 
teachers trying to earn a few extra 
pennies in their spare time. 

Such tutors already have a CRB 
check in place.

Stay safe in the sun

As soon as the warm weather arrives 
we all want to go out and enjoy it - 
and why shouldn't we? We all spend far 
too much time in air conditioned offices 
gazing wistfully out of the window. 

But whether we are enjoying some sun in 
the Med or in our back garden we still 
need to protect ourselves. 

Skin cancer is one of the most common 
cancers in the UK. Right now, around 
1,700 people are being treated for 
malignant melanoma and other skin 
cancers in the eastern and coastal 
Kent region. 


Cover skin with clothing giving 
good protection - examples are 
longsleeved shirts and loose 
clothing with a close weave. 

7. Seek shade, but remember sunburn 
can occur even when in partial 
shade or when cloudy. 

8 . Wear wrap-around sunglasses. 

9. Remember certain prescribed drugs, 
medicines, foods, cosmetics and plant 
materials can also make people more 
sensitive to sunlight. 

Coping with sunburn 


Be prepared for 
a heatwave 


IT'S not just the sun that can be our foe 
as well as our friend. Continued 
humidity, especially during a heatwave, 
can be dangerous too. 

The heat can affect anyone, but some 
people run a greater risk of serious 
harm, especially the very young, older 
people and those with serious illnesses. 

It can make heart and respiratory 
problems worse and in extreme cases can 
lead to heat stroke, which can be fatal. 

To stay safe: 


15. Drink cold drinks like water or fruit 
juice regularly and avoid tea, coffee 
and alcohol. 

16. Stay tuned to the weather forecast 
and plan ahead with supplies - 
think of elderly neighbours who 
may need help with supplies. 

17. Identify the coolest room in the 
house to cool down or sleep in. 

18. People with respiratory problems 
should stay inside during the hottest 
part of the day. 



Most skin cancers are caused by 
damage from sunburn and could easily 
be prevented. 

1. Apply sunblocks or sunscreens with 
high sun protection factors (at least 
factor 15). 


Sunburn is when your skin overheats 
and becomes red and painful and may 
later peel or blister. 

If you get sunburn: 

• Cool the skin down by dabbing it 
with a cool, wet towel or tissue. 


2. Take extra care with children - use 
factor 30 plus. For babies use factor 
50 plus. 


_ 3. Apply generously and reapply 

frequently, especially after activities 
such as swimming or towelling. 



Wear a wide-brimmed hat to 
reduce exposure to the face, eyes, 
head and neck. 

Limit the amount of time you spend 
in the sun, particularly between 
11am and 3pm. 


• If really bad, take a quick cold shower. 

• Don't go back into the sun until 
you've healed. 

• Drink plenty of fluids to replace the 
water lost through sweating and to 
cool down. 

• Apply calamine or after-sun lotion. 

• For adults, painkillers such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen can help 
relieve pain and reduce swelling.

Keep plenty of water to hand and 
stay in the shade where possible. 


Shut and shade windows when it is 
hotter outside and open them for 
ventilation when cooler.

People with serious health 
problems (for example heart 
conditions), should avoid going out 
in the heat, especially between 
11am and 3pm.

Enjoy your barbeque 
in safety 


WHAT better way to enjoy a balmy 
evening than some healthy barbecue 
food with friends? 

Just don't become one of the 965 cases of 
people in east Kent turned up at accident 
and emergency with food poisoning last 
year - that doesn't include those who 
suffered nasty fire-related injuries either! 

When you're cooking on a barbecue, 
make sure you: 

19. Place your barbecue on a level 
surface, away from plants and 
trees. 

20. Cover the bottom of your barbecue 
with coal to a depth of no more 
than 5cm (2in). 

21. Use only recognised firelighters 
or starter fuel, and then only on 
cold coals. 

22. Wait until coals are glowing red 
with a powdery grey surface before 
you start cooking. 

Wash your hands every time you 
touch raw meat and keep it 
separate from other foods. 

Properly thaw frozen meat before 
you cook it. 

Turn meat regularly and move 
it around the barbecue to cook 
it evenly. 

Remember that meat is safe to eat 
only when it is piping hot in the 
centre, there is no pink meat visible 
and the juices are clear. 

Keep prepared food in the fridge 
wherever possible and don't leave 
it out in the sun.

Avoid bringing back the 
worst kind of souvenir 


A sexually transmitted infection (STI) or 
unintended pregnancy can be the worst 
kind of souvenir to bring home. Last 
year, more than 2,500 sexually 
transmitted infections were diagnosed in 
east Kent genitourinary medicine clinics. 

28. Always buy a pack of condoms in 
addition to your normal 
contraception. 

29. Vomiting, diarrhoea, and some 
medicines, including some 
antibiotics and some anti-malaria 
drugs can make the contraceptive 
pill and some contraceptive 
implants less effective so always use 
a condom to help protect against 
pregnancy and STIs. 

30. Only buy condoms with the CE 
mark on the packet. 

31. Keep condoms away from 
oil-based products such as suntan 
lotion, baby oil and lipstick. 

32. Store condoms in a cool, 
dry place.

A real stinger 


Have fun outdoors 
in safety 


For most people, stings and bites from 
insects are painful but harmless. However, 
if you also experience symptoms 
anywhere else you may be having an 
allergic reaction and should seek 
emergency medical treatment. 

33. Remove the sting as soon as possible 
with your fingers or tweezers. 

34. Bee stings have a poisonous sac so 
take care not to puncture it as you 
remove the sting. 

35. Wash the area with soap and water. 

36. Put a cold flannel on the area. 

37. Raise the part of the body that 

has been stung or bitten to prevent 
swelling. 

38. Use a spray, or cream, containing 
local anaesthetic or antihistamine on 
the affected area to help prevent 
itching and swelling. 

39. Take painkillers, such as 
paracetamol (if the sting or bite is 
very painful). 

40. Don't scratch the area, as it may 
become infected. 

41. Consult your GP if redness and 
itching does not clear up after 
48 hours.

45. Check the garden regularly for 
potential hazards, such as tools, 
ponds or water butts.

48. Be safe around water with 
your child. 

49. Consider taking a first aid course. 

50. Follow all these simple steps and 
you be guaranteed a fun and 
action-packed summer in the sun.

HEADSHRINKERS OF 
THE AMAZON Five

BBC Two, 12.20am, Friday 

FIVE upped the stakes with Channel 
4 in the ever-more-provocative and 
outrageous programme titles race 
with its Thursday night offering - 
Headshrinkers of the Amazon. 

Reporter Piers Gibbon found 
himself in a remote Ecuadorian 
village in search of shamen, with the 
possibility that his own brain would 
come back reduced, rather than 
enlightened, by the experience. 

Fortunately, and perhaps 
unsurprisingly, he escaped unscathed 
and the Shuar villagers seemed more 
than welcoming, no doubt not used 
to having too many Western visitors 
these days. 

The most disturbing part of it all 
was archive footage by a Polish 
explorer, Edmundo Bielawski, of an 
apparent head-shrinking ritual in 
motion, which was the cause for 
Gibbon’s foray into the rainforest. 

Perhaps this is how people who 
tune into rolling news coverage feel? 
The 1960s flickering images from the 
old film added to the eeriness of it all. 

The programme later unravels the 
continuing black market trade in 
‘tsantsas’ or officially shrinked head 
collectibles, all rather gruesome but 
nevertheless watchable. 

The most poignant moment came 
when Gibbon met the widow of a 
man who disappeared after criticising 
the shamen’s ritual, never to be seen 
again. 

Definitely thought-provoking, but 
not while eating your boiled potatoes 
and green beans. 

That particular fare is not 
something the Supersizers, aka Giles

Coren and Sue Perkins, will be likely 
to eat this week as they prepare to 
feast on the delights of ancient Rome 
for the last in the series.

MY lungs were on fire as 
I forced one foot in front 
of the other. If exhaus¬ 
tion didn’t get me, a bear 
might. 

Not that I’d seen one on my 
hour-long hike through the 
Canadian wilderness, but with 
plenty of warnings about such 
beasts in the area I couldn’t be 
too careful. 

With lungs gasping for breath, 
I reached my destination: the 
source of the waterfall - a sheer 
stone wall, water bubbling 
through the gap at its base. 

The hike had seemed simple 
until I realised we were 7,200 
feet above sea level. As Ben 
Nevis is about 4,000 feet, it’s lit¬ 
tle wonder I found it a struggle. 

Based at peaceful Mount 
Engadine Lodge, half an hour’s 
drive from one of Canada’s most 
beautiful towns, Canmore, I was 
relieved to see our hosts had 
bear-spray ready to ward off 
unwanted gatecrashers. 

If you want a break from civili¬ 
sation, it’s the perfect retreat. 

After two days of picture- 
postcard views, I headed for 
Rafter Six Ranch Resort, 
between Calgary and Banff, for a 
horse-ride to remember. 

This three-and-a-half-hour

trek over tricky terrain made for 
a memorable, albeit taxing, 
experience. 

The following day was the 
summer solstice, a time for try¬ 
ing new things, as our yoga 
guide told us. 

Icefield Tours, about two 
hours’ drive from the heart of 
Banff, offers helicopter rides 
over some of the world’s most 
breathtaking scenery and I was 
keen to try heli-yoga. 

Our guide Martha was a trib¬ 
ute to the power of yoga. She 
turned 50 that week but could 
have passed for mid-30s. 

The helicopter flew over aqua¬ 
marine lakes and a sea of trees 
framed by the Rockies until we 
touched down in a deserted field 
that would have looked at home 
in Little House On The Prairie. 

It was an unlikely setting in 
which to be practising back- 
arches or ‘saluting the sun’.

Call for regulation of 
buy-to-let investors 

IN a recent poll of 550 mortgage brokers, 
more than half of respondents said they 
would like to see buy-to-let regulated by 
the Financial Services Authority 

A total of 54 per cent expressed that 
view in the light of the current property 
prices situation 

Research from mortgage specialist, 
Exact, also revealed that 63 per cent of 
brokers estimated that more than 75 per 
cent of their buy-to-let clients were ama¬ 
teur investors. 

For two out of five respondents, the 
percentage soared to more than 90 per 
cent of amateur landlords. 

Exact’s managing director, Alan 
Cleary, is of the opinion that the ready 
mortgage finance and credit that existed 
until 2007 made it too easy for amateurs 
“without a commercial head on their 
shoulders” to enter the market. 

He said: “It was a mistake to assume 
that because buy-to-let was viewed as a 
commercial endeavour, it could be left 
unregulated. 

“The number of amateur landlords in 
the private rented sector with sizeable 
portfolios now well under water is proof 
of the fact.” 

Don't miss out on cash 
help for first-timers 

FIRST-time buyers are being urged not 
to miss out on a share of £3.4 million 
which can help them on to the property 
ladder. 

The money includes £1.7 million of 
Government funding for an initiative 
aimed at reducing the cost of homebuy¬ 
ing and must be allocated before the end 
of this year. 

“The scheme is called HomeBuy Direct 
and it dramatically reduces the initial 
purchase cost of a house and improves 
your chance of owning your own home,” 
said Tim Nabbs, sales director for Ward 
Homes. 

“We have around £1.7 million of 
Government funding, together with our 
own contribution of £1.7 million, which 
totals £3.4 million that has to be spent 
on HomeBuy Direct this year. 

“I would advise people to come and 
talk to us to find out if they are eligible 
and we can answer any queries and help 
with the paperwork.” 

The scheme is open to a range of peo¬ 
ple who don’t own their own home. 

Households eligible will be earning 
more than £15,000 and less than 
£60,000.

HOME-SELLERS raised their 
asking prices this month to meet 
increased demand from buyers, 
according to the operator of the 
UK’s biggest residential property 
website. 

The average cost of a home rose 0.6 per cent 
to £227,864 after falling 0.4 per cent in June, 
Rightmove said in a statement. 

The housing market is showing signs of 
recovery from the worst economic contraction 
in a generation after officials rescued banks 
and started printing money. 

“With growing confidence that we’ve passed 
the bottom, buyers are more active, although 
they may discover that many of the best buys 
have gone,” Miles Shipside, commercial direc¬ 
tor of Rightmove, said in the statement. 

Seven of ten regions tracked by Rightmove 
rose this month. 

The average number of properties available 
for sale at each estate agent fell to 70 per cent 
from 71 in June. 

At the same time the number of people look¬ 
ing at property listings on the site is “much 
higher than we would expect” for this time of 
year, Rightmove said. 

UK mortgage approvals rose to 43,414 in 
May, up from 27,000 in November, the least 
since Bank of England data began a decade 
ago. 

The reading is still about a third less than at 
the start of 2008. 

The Bank of England has cut the bench¬ 
mark interest rate to a record low of 0.5 per 
cent and is buying £125 billion of bonds with 
newly-created money to ease lending strains. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has spent bil¬ 
lions of pounds rescuing banks. 


LOWER house prices should be good news for 
first-time buyers, but research shows that to 
secure a mortgage, they need an average 
deposit of £32,000. 

Since the onset of the credit crunch almost 
two years ago, lenders have significantly tight¬ 
ened their lending criteria and the number of 
deals has been dwindling. 

The best deals are saved for those with a 
hefty deposit - at least 25 per cent of buyers. 

Research from moneysupermarket.com, the 
price comparison website, shows that some 13 
per cent of 18 to 34 year olds are now thinking 
about buying their first home. 


‘With only seven volume lenders remaining 
in the lending game, including three 
Government-backed institutions that are pri¬ 
oritising their balance sheets over new lend¬ 
ing, we are set to bump along the bottom for 
some time yet,” Mr Shipside said. 

The economy will grow 0.5 per cent next 
year, up from a previous forecast for a 0.1 per 


However, just 25 per cent of potential buyers 
have saved a deposit, which leaves three- 
quarters wondering where the money will 
come from. Many are relying on the ‘bank of 
mum and dad’. 

The figures show 16 per cent are thinking 
about taking out a loan to cover the cost of the 
deposit, but Louise Cuming, head of mort¬ 
gages at moneysupermarket.com, warns that 
this is risky. 

Ms Cuming said: “Taking out a loan to pay 
for a mortgage deposit is a dangerous move 
and must be avoided, even if it means you 
have to delay buying your first home.”

Despite a Seat grille and some styling 
tweaks, it can’t help looking like a ‘dodgy Audi’ 
or suffering from the A4’s relatively cramped 
rear seating. But this is quibbling when com¬ 
pared with the benefits: pricing, peerless build 
quality, safety, reliability, a high quality cabin 
- ported over from the even more premium A4 
Cabriolet rather than the saloon/estate - a 
decent boot and a terrific drive. 

The last deserves most praise; Seat engi¬ 
neers chose to change the sporty chassis set¬ 
up of the Audi, which could be irritatingly firm 
in everyday use. There is still a Sport option, 
but our test car had Seat’s standard set-up, 
which delivers a refined ride and responsive 
handling even on challenging roads. 

Our mid-range SE spec car, with its entry 
level 2.0-litre 143PS/141bhp turbodiesel 
(£18,340) and six-speed gearbox also 
impressed with its liveliness, excellent cabin 
refinement and motorway composure - it 
should also average more than 50mpg. 

Equipment levels are lavish, with our SE 
including cruise control, iPod/MP3 port, 
Bluetooth phone connectivity and voice con¬ 
trol, rain sensing wipers, dual-zone climate 
control and smart alloys.

Takaloo's keen for return 
and one last shot at glory

MARGATE boxer Takaloo says he 
won’t contemplate retirement until he 
has won another belt in the sport. 

The 33-year-old former two-time WBU champi¬ 
on at both light and welterweight divisions has 
taken time out to assess his options since losing 
to Anthony Small in January last year, but is 
eager for a rematch with the Southern Area light 
middleweight title holder. 

It was thought that Takaloo, brother of former 
Margate and Ramsgate forward Mo, would quit 
the ring after that defeat, but he now believes he 
has potentially another five years left in the sport. 

“I am looking forward to getting back in the 
ring, but it’s just a case of seeing what’s out there 
at the moment,” he said. 

“I know it is taking time, but I don’t just want to 
get in the ring with anyone, it has to be the right 
fight. One person I would step in the ring with 
tomorrow is Anthony Small. That’s 100 per cent.” 

Takaloo has remained fit and is still just over 
11-stone making his return to the ring all the 
more possible, although he concedes the test will 
be how he deals with another fight mentally. 

His hopes of fighting this year will hinge on 
being picked up by a promoter, something he 
believes is all the more likely due to the recession. 

“The good thing now is the promoters are strug¬ 
gling for fighters and they need good people on 
their books,” he said. 

“They know that a Takaloo return will be big 
news. I’ve being watching a lot of fights recently 
and I’ve really got the hunger again, that’s all I’ve 
been waiting for.” 

The Margate Rock, as he is known, concedes he 
has made mistakes in his boxing career thus far, 
but feels they have helped make him a better boxer. 

He won’t, however, be thinking about turning 
his back on the sport - at least until he has that 
one last feeling of winning a belt. 

“My goal is to win another belt and then I will 
think about retiring,” he said. 

“I will know when it’s the right time to stop 
when I go into a gym and I don’t want to hit a 
punch bag anymore, but at the moment I still do

age, urges Keown 
on Hartsdown visit 

FORMER Arsenal and England defender 
Martin Keown visited Margate’s Hartsdown 
Park last week to help publicise a scheme 
to improve pupils’ computer skills through 
sport. 

Keown - who won three Premiership and 
three FA Cup winner’s medals in more than 
ten years at Arsenal - visited Margate’s 
home ground last Tuesday in his role 
as BT’s Communicating for Success ambas¬ 
sador. 

The £1 million project will see 70 pupils 
from five primary schools embark on a two- 
week football training course, after which 
time they will create video diaries or pod¬ 
casts based on the skills they learn. 

Blues assistant boss Neville Southall is 
also involved with the project, which 
aims to ease the youngsters’ transition into 
secondary education. 

Keown says community leaders need to 
promote football to children more or risk 
losing out on potential stars of the future. 

He said: “Of course it’s a concern for the 
future of football in this country because 
there’s a danger that children can turn into 
couch potatoes. 

“Some of them can get obsessed with com¬ 
puters and televisions, so perhaps we are 
losing some stars of the future because 
we can’t develop skills in kids when they’re 
sitting at home on the sofa. 

“We need to get them back out there. 

“That’s why local communities have to do 
a lot more these days to get children outside 
playing sport. 

“I don’t think there’s anything wrong with 
going on the computer because it’s the way 
to communicate now, but there has to be a 
balance.”
